Annual  Reports  are  for  tve  information  of  tve  Ministry  of 
Health  ws  well  as  the  Cc  ncil  of  the  District,  and  that  a 
statement  of  local  circumstance s  r ay  often  he  needed  by  the 
former. 

The  area  of  the  District  is  3R,609  icres,  exclusive  of  the 
area  u^dcr  water. 

The  District  is  situated  ir  tve  Northern  corner  of 
Herefordshire.  It  is  hounded  on  the  north  and  Hast  hy 
Shropshire,  or,  the  West  hy  Radnorshire,  on  the  Sou\th  hy 
Hi rv tor  and  Lecmisster  Rural  District*.  The  District  it*  a 
hilly  one,  If  oeV  tree  In  the  IT  or  th -East  and  Willey  In  the  West 
horderirif  os  1,000  feel.  It  is  well -watered  hy  the  Rimers 
Terre,  "lim  and  Zupg,  which  flow  in  an  Eascerly  direction. 

Oeoloirlcally  the  District  is  chiefly  Lime-Stone,  with 
traces  of  Tree-Store  here  and  there.  The  sub-soil  is  chiefly 
gramel.  The  hilly  portions  are  or  rock.  'Tie  District  it 
well -wooded  and  picturesque.

A  single  estimate  of  population  is  now  adopted  as 
applicable  for  both  births  and  deaths, 

Since  the  Census  of  1921,  when  the  number  was  3,510,  there 
has  been  an  estimated  increase  of  100,  making  a  tctal  of  3,610 
At  the  Cenusms  of  1911,  the  population  was  3,972.  This 
decrease  is  partly  explained  by  the  gravitation  to  towns  c&  tve 

young  peo  le.
